regulations, may a person who has 
once been called by a local board 
thereafter enlist, even after he has 
been exempted or discharged from 
draft. This regulation may be moll­ 
ified by the president after all quo­ 
tas are filled, hut. for tho present, 
exempted or discharged registrants 
may not enlist voluntarily.
